SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The comic Housewives At Play Number 4 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is an adult comic published in the USA. Its content is largely made up 
of exaggerated and explicit depictions of sexual acts. The story portrays a mother 
aiding and abetting the seduction of her teenage daughter and becoming sexually 
aroused while watching and recording the sexual activity that ensues. The storyline 
and images present ideas that contribute to the breakdown of intra-familial sexual 
limits and barriers. In addition, the nature of the sexual conduct depicted degrades, 
dehumanises and demeans women to a high degree. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in 
relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit 
prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
